REMARKS 

Applicants have received and reviewed the Office Action dated September 29, 2010. By 
way of response, Applicants have cancelled claims 3, 4, 9, 10, 13-16, 18, 21, 22, 24, 26, 27 and 
30 without prejudice. No new matter has been added. Claims 1-2, 1 1, 29 and 31-33 are 
pending. 

Applicants acknowledge and appreciate that claims 1, 2, 1 1, and 29 are allowed and that 
claims 9, 10, and 31 are directed to allowable subject matter.

New claims 32 and 33 include the recitations of claims 9 and 10, respectively, but depend 
fi:om allowed claim 11. Thus, new claims 32 and 33 should be allowable. 

Thus, the only remaining claims are in condition for allowance, and notification to that 
effect is earnestly solicited.

Claim 1 8 was objected to due to a minor informality. Claim 1 8 has been canceled, which 
renders this objection moot. Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the objection.
